Washington, Dec. 6.—Both houses 
of congress met today and held but 
brief sessions. 
It is expected that 
President Taft’s message will be pre­ 
sented to congress Tuesday. 
But little business was transacte i 
at the opening session of congress 
Republican leaders admit that the 
progressives in the senate and the 
insurgents in the house are bound to 
stir up a good deal of trouble in the 
session of congress that began today 
It will be a fight to the limit by the 
two warring factions in the Republi 
can party, with the Taft administra­ 
tion, for the present at least, m aintain­ 
ing a position of neutrally. 
The regulars expect President Taft 
to come to their assistance in case ut 
emergency. 
The progressives and in­ 
surgents are fearful that the White 
House is against them. 
In the contest between the two fac­ 
tions the Northwestern representation 
in congress will be very much iii evi­ 
dence. 
Minnesota, 
Iowa, 
Wisconsin 
and other states in that region have 
furnished the leaders for the insurgent 
movement in the house, as well as 
the leaders of the progressive move­ 
ment in the senate. 
It was the North­ 
west, through a majority of its sena­ 
tors and 
representatives,, that 
pro­ 
tested against the new tariff law, and 
It was the Northwestern members who 
opposed Joseph (J. Cannon most bit­ 
terly in the fight on the house rules 
at the beginning of the special session 
In March. 
In the fight against Mr. Cannon 
throughout this session, they declare, 
things will be made so hot for him 


that he will retire from public life at 
the expiration of the Sixty-first con­ 
gress on March 4. 


No Hope of Results. 
Every effort will be made this win­ 
ter to stir up sentiment favorable to 
an early revision of the tariff. 
But 
even the insurgents admit privately 
that there is little or no hope of leg 
islative results. 
The regular leader 
ship believes that the Aldrieh-Payne 
law will remain on the statute books 
for at least a decade and President 
Taft does not look for another general 
tariff law in the life of his adminis 
tration. 
The senate progressives and the 
house insurgents have arrived here 
full of fight. 
On his way to W ashing­ 
ton, Senator Clapp of Minnesota de­ 
livered a series of soeeches attacking 
both Senator Aldrich and 
Speaker 
Cannon. 
Mr. Clapp Is now recognized 
as a leading progressive, whose for­ 
tunes are indissolubly linked 
with 
those of La Follette and Cummins. 
In the fight on the Aldrich leadership, 
Mr. 
Clapp 
will 
stand 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder with the senators named. 
Senator Nelson has a w a y s boon 
noted for his independence. 
At tho 
last session he was not a follower of 
either Senator La Follette or Cum­ 
mins. 
He voted against the tariff bill 
because it did not meet with his ap­ 
proval. 
lust what attitude he will 
assume towards the Aldrich coterie 
the coming session remains to bo de­ 
veloped. 
McCumber of 
North 
Dakota and 
Gamble of South Dakota are identified 
with the Aldrich organization. Craw­ 
ford of South Dakota is a new man in 
the senate. 
Davis and Lindberg of Minnesota,

Washington, Dec. 6.—Under author­ 
ity of Section 1753 of the Revised Stat­ 
utes, President Taft has promulgated 
regulations 
applying 
to 
promotions 
and appointments in the diplomatic 
service, issuing the following instruc­ 
tions to Secretary of State Knox: 
The secretary of state is hereby di­ 
rected to report from time to time to 
the president, the names of those sec­ 
retaries of the higher grades in the 
diplomatic service w ho, by reason of 
efficient service, have demonstrated 
special capacity for promotion to be 
chiefs of mission. 
There shall be kept a careful ef­ 
ficiency record of every officer of the 
diplomatic service, in order that there 
may be no promotion except upon well 
established efficiency as shown in the 
service, and that retention in the serv­ 
ice may be conditioned upon the of 
fleers maintaining a degree of effi­ 
ciency well up to the average high 
standard which the interests of the 
service demand. 
Initial appointments from outside 
the service to seer taryships in the 
diplomatic service shall be only to 
the classes of third secretary of em ­ 
bassy, or, in case of higher existant 
vacancies, of second secretary of lega­ 
tion or of secretary of legation at such 
post as has assigned to it >mt one sec­ 
retary. 
Vacancies in se retaryships 
of higher classes shall be filled bp 
promotion from the lower grades of 
the service, based upon efficiency and 
ability as shown in the service. 
To make it more practicable to ex­ 
tend to the appointment, promotion, 
transfer or retention of secretaries in 
the diplomatic service, the civil serv­ 
ice principle of promotion 
on 
the 
basis of efficiency shown in the serv­ 
ice, and in order that the action of 
the department may be understood by 
the officers concerned, all secretary­ 
ships in the diplomatic service shall 
be graded according to the importance, 
volume, difficulty or other aspects ot 
the work done by each mission in pro 
portion to he number of men allotted 
to it, and this classification shall be 
known to the members of the service

A paralysis of railroad transporta­ 
tion and a weakening of all lines of 
communication to interior places fol­ 
lowed and railroad men predict a 
long blockade of traffic, the relief of 
which will be delayed by the prevail 
ing strike of the 
North America 
Switchmen's union 
Owing 
to 
disturbances 
in 
tho 
weather, telegraph line 
have been 
down between Bismarck and Western 
North b e n ,ta aud Fargo and Grand 
Forks since early 
last 
week. 
The 
storm i a used still greater ravages on 
this service and perfect communica­ 
tion will probably not be restored for 
many nays. 
The storm visited its highest force 
ca UC nm them end of the lied River 
valley, its t ab r moving thence south­ 
ward tovraiv Barnesville and Fargo, 
piling ..nob !..,e drifts in the thirty- 
six mile 
J and pulling down the 
thermometer to 7 below zero. 
Reports received by telephone from 
all parts of Northern North Dakota 
indicated a general blizzard to the 
Montana border and the movement of 
mail carriers and other persons who 
travel the country highways will un­ 
doubtedly be completely checked. On 
the level, wind-swept prairie, roads 
are 
obliterated 
and 
drift-covered 
houses 
indistinguishable 
from 
hay­ 
stacks. 
It is not believed there will 
be great suffering to stock. 
The pre­ 
valence of warm weather up to this 
time has made possible preparation 
tor tneir shelter. 


Heavy Snow at Fargo. 
At Crookston, Minn., passenger train 
movements were not materially af­ 
fected, and the storm showed signs 
of ceasing throughout the entire north­ 
western part of the state long before 
midnight. 
The railroad officials anti­ 
cipate no trouble in handling the snow 
At Fargo six and a half inches of 
snow had fallen, but the storm showed 
signs of abatement. 
The westbound 
trains on all lines were reported a 
trifle late. The wires went down early 
on the Casselton and southwestern 
lines, 
indicating 
a 
general 
storm 
throughout 
Southern 
North 
Dakota 
and Northern South Dakota. 
The railroad officials at Fargo or 
dered out snow plows on all branch 
lines. 
The storm did not visit Montana be­ 
yond Butte, where clear, although cold 
weather aids much in lifting the strike 
ban. 
Chicago 
and 
points 
in 
Michigan 
were receiving the full muzzle velocity 
of the blizzard early Monday morning, 
the first-named city being gripped in 
the severest storm of this season. 
Rain, followed by heavy snow, fell 
there throughout the day, finally turn­ 
ing into sleet and baffling railroad 
and street railway companies. Trains 
entering Chicago from the north and 
Northwest were greatly delayed. Sail­ 
ing on the Great Lakes was extrem e­ 
ly hazardous, and a warning from the 
weather bureau at Washington kept 
vessels in port.

Chicago, Dec. 6.—Era Brainerd, fifty 
years old, a stockman whose home is 
believed to have been in Postville, la., 
died here. 
Brainerd, who came to 
Chicago to attend the stock show', was 
found unconscious in the street on the 
night of Nov. 27. 
He had been struck 
by a street car or an automobile. He 
never regained consciousness.

Hancock lodge. 
The injured are: 
Alexander Steven­

exalted ruler, hurt about the shoulders 
and int rnally; Rev. J. E. Curzon, rec­ 
tor of the Trinity Episc pal church, 
Houghton, injured internally; 
John 
Harris, scalp wound; Walter Bloom 
field, face c u t 
There were thirty-six Hancock Elks 
and two ladies in the special car. The 
ladies were not badly hurt. 
Alexander Stevenson miraculously 
escaped death. 
The conductor of the 
special, seeing the collision to be in­ 
evitable, opened the door at the rear 
of the car and opening out onto the 
rear platform, against which the reg­ 
ular 
ran. 
Stevenson 
was 
thrown 
through this door from the vestibule 
and into the body of the car. 
The vestibule was a complete wreck. 
Its only other occupant, Joseph Brady 
was almost instantly killed by being 
mangled in the crushed steel and tim­ 
bers. 
News of the accident and of the 
death of Brady was received at the 
big Calumet Elks’ temple as the me­

great grief and depression throughout 
the ceremonies.

PARR IS THE STORM CENTER 
Treasury Department May Make Them 
on Lumber Importations. 
Washington Dec. 4.—There are inti­ 
mations that the treasury department 
will shortly take up the question of 
making changes in the regulations gov­ 
erning the importation of lumber from 
Canada 
and 
possibly 
make 
some 
changes in the force at the ports along 
the border. 
It is said that under the present 
regulations the government cannot be 
sure that it is getting all the revenue 
from this source that it is entitled to. 
Unlike the customs frauds at New 
York, any failure to get full duty from 
lumber is due to the system, and not 
to individuals. 
No accusation is made 
as to the work of any particular in­ 
spector, but should it develop that :*us 
picions that the government is not get­ 
ting its just dues from imported lum­ 
ber are true, reorganization in some 
quarters will follow. 
Lumber is so bulky as to be incap­ 
able of being handled by the customs 
inspectors and the practice has grown 
of accepting the figures of the invoice 
Search of the customs rules for an 
explanation of the method of levying 
the customs duty shows that specific 
instructions are lacking and it is said 
that it is one of the matters in vhfeh 
an inspector is expected to exercise 
his judgment. 
Should an inspect rn ii 
l.'eve that the invoice of a carload of 
lamber is fraudulent he may order it 
unloaded and the lumber measured, lf

Washington, Dec. 6.—The enlarging 
volume of internal commerce during 
October is illustrated by the reports 
to the bureau of statistics of the De­ 
partment of commerce and labor of 
leading commercial movements in va 
rious parts of the coun'-y. 
The im­ 
proved industrial situation is manifest­ 
ed 
principally 
in 
the 
very 
heavy 
movements of coke and iron ore, de­ 
manded by the iron furnaces. 
The 
sight and port receipts of cotton, not 
withstanding the shorter crop of the 
year, exceeded like receipts for the 
first two months of the two preced­ 
ing seasons. 
The movements of hard 
and soft coal likewisj show an in­ 
creased 
volume. 
The 
grain 
move­ 
ment of 
the 
month 
proved 
fairly 
heavy, while the receipts of live stock 
at 
interior 
and 
Eastern 
markets, 
mainly because of the shortage in the 
supply of bogs, were rather light. The; 
traffic activity of the railways, as in­ 
dicated by the number of cars handled 
by the various demurrage bureaus, 
shows a continuous Improvement. 
Live stock receipts during October 
at 
seven 
leading 
interior 
markets, 
were below those reported for Octo­ 
ber, 1908 and 1907. 
As compared writh 
the corresponding figures for the pre­ 
ceding year, a decrease of almost 30 
per cent is shown in the monthly re­ 
ceipts of hogs, while the number of 
sheep receded shows a more than 
corresponding Increase over the Oc­ 
tober, 1908, total.

He has announced that

creation of modern governments con­ 
ducive to the protection of lives, lib­ 
erty and property of the people within 
a region in which life has little value, 
liberty has no existence and prosper­ 
ity is a myth. 
These important measures have not 
been apparent to the American peo­ 
ple, but they are fully realized by the 
diplomatic corps in Washington. Con­ 
trary to the published reports they 
have not been resented by that body 
nor by the agents of the nations of 
South America, whose stable govern­ 
ments justify 
them 
to considerate 
treatm ent 
in 
the councils of 
the 
world. 


Approve Action of Knox. 
On the other hand, these men have 
approved emphatically of the action 
of the secretary of state in connection 
with Nicaragua and have been con­ 
templating proposing, though they ad­ 
mit heir governments have no direct 
interest, the calling of a conference 
for the purpose of aiding the United 
States in solving 
the

He insists that this is 
thv true way of testing the bread-pro- 
uucing values of the wheat. 
Minnesota raises the best oats in 
the world.

The contest was in the open class, 
more than twenty-five states entering. 
The decision showed that the Minne­ 
sota exhibit was as near perfect as it 
is possible for grain to grow.
